An epidemic — starting . in 
African and brought to England 
by migrating birds caused the 
worst outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease in fourteen yeara 
when it struck Britain between 
October 1937 and last March. 


Mr. Daniel Cabot, chief veterinary 
officer of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
ino his annual report made public 
recently, lists 268 outbreaks In 
twenty counties during the fives 
month period, 


The epidemic originated in 
| Northern Africa, Mr. Cabot says, and 
] was Introduced ‘into France in June 
1937 by infected animals. 


For'the Introduction of the epide- 
nic into England the chief veterinary 
joMicer blames a mass nigration of 
‘birds from the Continent to, our

France, 
c COMPENSATION 


. In nine months France had 214,300 
outbreaks, Belgium nearly — 80,000, 
Germany more than 90,000. In some 
parts of the Continent drastic re- 
strictions were Imposed even on the 
frecdom of movement of persons. . 


Although the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture’s slaughter pollcy was criticised 
during the epidemic, Mr. Cabot de- 
fends it as the only proved menns 
of eradicating the. disease. 


Compensation paid. for slaughtered 
animals, he estimates, is equivalent 
to a premium of Is. 44d. per £100 
to insure this country against the 
discase becoming endemic. The 
animals slaughtered fn outbreaks 
every year do not represent more 
than five in 10,000 cattle, two in 
10,000 sheep, nnd five in 10,000 pigs.

On this occasion President Smetona 
dolivered a speech in which he out- 
lined the future polley of Lithuania. 
The President observed that small 
countries, In order to preserve their 
independence, were obliged: to be 
pirticularly careful in any action they 
may take, It was the = constant 
endeavour of the Lithuanian Govern- 
ment to matntain good relations with 
its two neighbours, 

The President went on to say that 
the Lithuanian Government was 
determined to carry out the provi+ 
Sons of ‘the Memel Statute. 

A number af agreements had been 
concluded with .Poland, and future 
relations with hei promised to’ take 
i normal course, 

Turning to home policy, the Presi- 
dent severely critfcised the activities 
of opposition groups, and declared 
that what the Lithuanian nation now 
needed was a concentration of all its 
forces behind the ' Government.— 
Trans-Occan.

Strained Relations Are 
-Eased Slightly 


Tokyo, Dec. 12. 


The atrniried relations between Japan and Russian over Japan’s 
fishery rights in the Sovict’s northern Pacifit waters are believed 
to have cased somewhat during tho past 24 hours.. Japanese press 
reports to-day state that during an interview yesterday between 
Mr. Shigenori--Togo, Ambassador in Moscow, and M. Litvinoff, 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs, it was mutually agreed to open 
negotiations with the object of reaching a now modus vivendi re- 
garding fishery rights to replace the existing one, which expires on 


“December 3}. 


An undercurrent of tension con-. 
_tinues however and cerlein Japanese 
circles consider that war between 
Jupan and Russin ja n distinct possi- 
billty unless an agreement {3 con- 
cluded renewing Japan's rights in 

+ the matter. These rights were orl- 
finally secured by the Treaty of 
‘Portsmouth (1905) by which the 
Russo-Japanese war of 1904-5 was 
brought to a conclusion. 

Recently cach side has been 
uccusing the other of violation of the 
Treaty. The Soviet's accusation, 
which has aroused deep irritation 
in official Japanese quarters, is based 
on Japan's alleged violation of the 
provision that not more than 15 
Japanese soldiers are to be stationed 
nlong each mile of the South Man- 
echuria railway, Japanese quarters 
admit the charge. but justify the 
stationing of more troopr than Ic 
stipulated on the ground that the 
establishment of Manchukuo os an 
independent state and the conclusion 
of the Jopan-Manchukuo defence 
protocol bas completely altered the 
situztion, making the Soviet com- 
ploint absurd. ° 

Furthermore, the Sovict’s dilatory 
tactics in dealing with the fishery 
question is believed In Tolsyo to be in 
the nature of a reprisal for the Man- 
chukuo failure to complete payment 
of the purchase price of the Chinese 
Eastern (North Manchurla) railway. 

According to Japanese quarters the 

arrears, which they claim omount 
to Y0,000,000 ore being met because 
of the Sovict's refusal to recognise 
the Manchukuo counter demands. 
. The seriousness of the situation 
can be gouged from the tenor of 
oficial Japanese pronouncements, 
notnbly one recently mode by 
General Hideki Tojo, Vice-Mintster 
of War, in whlch he emphasised the 
necessity of Japan belng ready to 

. fight Russin while still engaged In 
her campnign in Chino, This par- 
ticular pronouncement was followed 
a few days later by another which the 
Foreign OMce in a strongly worded 
declaration said the scttiement of the 
Ashery question was essentlal for the 
Preservation of normal Sovict- 
Jopanese relations and conscquently 
the peace of East Asin, : 

Countless instances of the Sovict's 
unfriendly attitude, os a Japanese 
writer puts it, are sald to have 
occurred. The Hst alleged include 
the réfusnl of the Sovict authorities 
to vise passports of Japanese officiuls 


and private persons, notably Captain 
Minoru Macda, who consequently 
was unable to go to Moscow to take 
up nn appointment as naval attache 
at the Japanese Embassy; various 
outrages against Japanese residents in 
Russia, particularly the refusal of the 
Soviet Authorities to allow the un- 
loading of a consignment of rice in- 
tended for the Japancse Consulate 
General at Viadivostock.

: A typleal review of the situation, 
os it appears to Japanese eyes, !s 
given by the diplomatic correspondent 
of n Japanese newspaper. 

“Since a review of the Man- 
churian incldent in 1931, Japan 
has been criticlsed by various coun- 
tries as a treaty brenker,” he says, 
“but it ts overlooked that the Soviet 
has violated the Japanese-Sovict 
fishery convention and also occupied 
an aren of 1,000,000 square miles. 
‘The most serious question now pend- 
Ing between the two countries is 
the renewal of the Japancse-Sovict 
fishery conventlon. The insincere 
attitude manifest by the Soviet au- 
thoritles at the fishery negotiations 
in| Moscow excited the Japanese 
into forcing the Government to ex~ 
plain before the eyes of the world 
the justice of the Japanese stand 
and at the same thme serve as a 
warning to Russia. :

Refugees Porsuaded To 
~ Go. Back 


"Since the retirement of the Jnpan- 
exe from districts aodjoining the 
Hongkong frontier thero has been 
only a small movement by refugees 
in the New Territorics to return to 
thelr villages. It Is felt to be entire 
ly In the interest of those who can 
safely return that they should do so 
us soon hs possible and the Chinese 
ttuthorities In the neighbouring dis- 
tricts have expressed the wish thit 
the people return ond save as much 
of tho harvest as possible. -The 
Hongkong Government has Hiewise 
given every facility for the people to 
return and bas recommended = the 
Emergency Refugee Council to co- 
operate with the Chinese organisa- 
tions in’ making provision for 
refugees across the frontier so that 
the people may recover a sense of 
security in returning to their homes. 


One of the Chinese socictics, the 
Wal Yeung Association, which was 
foremost among those which under- 
tool relict work in the New Ter- 
ritories, has also been the first in 


starting this work ncross the frontier. | Oth 


It has prepured sleeping accommoda- 
tion under shelter for several hun- 
dreds in Shatoukok village, on the 
other side of the border, ond has 
bullt kitchens capable of providing 
food for many thousands,- 


Tho readiness on the part of the 
people to cross the border was proved 
by the fact that many hundreds 
svalled themselves of this shelter 
even before the kitchen was ready. 
It is expected that within a few 
days'many thousnnds will be oc- 
commodated in these shelters, and 
that many will be emboldened, after 
a few days, to go further and return 
to their natlve districts, 


It j9 the intention of the Wai 
Yeung Association gradually to close 
down the food kitchens which they 
have established on the Hongkong 
sido of the frontier, and by encourng- 
ing the people to return, help in the 
re-population of the ‘districts near 
the border which are at present 
quite unnecessarily deserted. 


Members of the Association 
throughout the New Territories are 
Ukewise giving advice to the pcople 
ag to the districts to which it la safc 
to return and are providing with 
Provisions those who show their 
readiness to return home. It ia to 
be hoped that other. Chinese Associa- 
tions will imitate this admirable 
work of practical citizenship, 


At Shumchun, in co-operation with 
the Chinese nouthorities, the Emer- 
gency Refugee Council js establishing 
au food kitchen and providing camp 
accommodation for those who are 
unable for the present to go further 
on their way. It is expected that 
there will be shelter for many thou- 
sands at Shumchun in the course of

This time it is Memel. The 
situation in that remote corner 
of Europe is rapidly acquiring a 
tension ‘which may soon make 
it another danger spot to Euro- 
pean peace, 

Memel is an ancient Hanseatic 
city, founded in the Middle 
Ages by German traders and 
knights. Both the city itself 
and part of the surrounding dis- 
trict ure thoroughly German in 
character. : 

Obviously, then, the Nazi 
victory at this weck’s elections. 
was predictable. 

What is unpredictable ig the 
repercussions these elections 
will have. ; 

German eyes have already 
turned to Memel and German 
voices are raised in the chorus 
of “Memel next’, 

But Memel occupies almost 
the whole seaboard of Lithu- 
ania, and it is the only possible 
economic outlook for Lithuanian 
tommerce. After the war it 
was assigned to Lithuania un- 
der a special ‘Statute of 
Autonomy designed to secure 
the rights of the local popula- 
tion. 

The Statute in which the 
autonomy of Memel is laid down 
is guaranteed by the four prin- 
cipal allied = and _, associated 
Powers which concluded the 
Treaty of Versailles with Ger- 
many—France, Great. Britain, 
Italy and Japan. 

Neither Germany nor Lithu- 
ania have ever been content 
with the arrangement. Lithu- 
ania desires complete contrel, 
Germany maintains that a ter- 
ritory which is historically and 
ethnographically German should 
never have bean detached from 


Prussia.

That something will 
be decidedly unpleasant for

Mr. J. T. Prior of Messrs, Wilkinson 
and Grist, represented plaintiffs. 

Defendants were Sang Lee Co., of 
No, 19 Tin Lok Lane, Wanchal, who 
said that by soing to Cheung Chau 
instead of © Gap Rock, plaintiffs had 
broken the contrct of hire, They 
entered o counter clalm of $180. Mr.

Mr. WALTER ELLIOT, 
Minister for Public Health, 
speaking to-day on the 
second reading of the Gov- 
ernment Bill for fighting 
cancer, made certain state- 
ments regarding ‘the pre- 
valence of this disease in the! 
United Kinedom. 

The number of deaths caused 
by cancer in Great Britain dur- 
ing 1937, suid Mr, Elliot, reached 
74,000. Cancer was responsible 
for 17 per cent. of all deaths of 
people during their working 
years, : 

Almost huif of the deaths caused 
by cancer concerned persons below 
65 years of age, and 10,000 people 
under 50° years of age dled every 
year. from this disease, 

The total number of persons in 
Great Britain. at present suffering 
from cancer was’ estimated to be 
imearly 100,000, 2 

The Health Minister added that the 
object of the Bill was to provide 
mealcine and treatment for all, even 
the ‘poorest members of the popule- 
tion, and to assure carly dotcction of 
the disease so that ‘it might be 
treated In time. 

The cost of the new institutions to 
be created for this purpose would be 
£300,000 n yenr in England and 
Wales, and £50,000 a year tn Scot- 
land, as soon us the present plans

security in returning to their homes, 


One of the Chinese socicties, the 
Wai Yeung Association, which was 
foremost umong those which under- 
took relief work in the New Ter- 
ritories, has also been the first in 
starting this work across the frontler. 
It has prepared sleeping accommoda- 
tion under shelter for several hun- 
dreds in Shataukok village, on the 
other side of the border, and has 
built kitchens capabte of providing 
food for many thousands, 


The readinesy on the part of the 
people to cross the border was proved 
by the foct .thnt many hundreds 
avalicd ‘themselves of this shelter 
even before the kitchen was ready. 
It is expected’ that within a few 
days many thousands will be ac- 
commodated {n- these’ shelters, and 
that many will -be emboldened, after 
a few days, to go further and return 
to their native districts, 


It is the intention of the Wal 
Yeung Assoctation gradually to close 
down the food kitchens which they 
have established on the Hongkong 
side of the fronticr, and by encourag- 
ing the people to return, help in the 
re-population of the districts near 
the border which are at present 
quite unnecessarily deserted, - 


Members of the Association 
throughout the New Territories ore 
Mkewise giving advice to the people 
as to the districts to which it is safe 
té return and are providing with 
provisions those- who show their 
rendiness to return home. It Is to

BUROPE is dike on* man 

with beils, No sooner docs 
one fester, burst and disappear 
than another appears. 

This time it is Memél. The 
situation in that remote corner 
of Europe is rapidly acquiring a 
tension which may goon make 
‘it another danger spot to Euro- 
pean peace. 

Memel is an ancient Hanseatic 
city, founded in the Middle 
Ages by German traders and 
knights. Both the city itself 
and part of the surrounding dis- 
trict are thoroughly German in 
character. 

Obviously, then, the Nazi 
victory at this week's elections 
was predictable. 

What is unpredictable ig the 
repercussions these — elections 
will have. 

German eyes have already 
turned to Memel and German 
voices are raised in the chorus 
of “Meme! next”. 

But Memel occupies almost 
the whole ‘seaboard of Lithu- 
ania, and it is the only possible 
economic outlook for Lithuanian 
commerce. After the war it 
was assigned to Lithuania un- 
der as special = Statute of 
Autonomy designed secure 
the rights of the local popula- 
tion. 

The Statute which the 
autonomy of Memel is Inid down 
is guaranteed by the four prin- 
cipal allied and associated 
Powers which concluded the 
Treaty of Versailles with, Ger- 
many—France, Grent Britain, 
Italy and Japan. ae 

Neither Germany nor Lithu- 
ania “have ever been content 
with the arrangement. Lithu- 
ania desires complete control, 
Germany maintains that a ter- 
ritory which is historically and 
ethnographically German should 
-never have been detached from 


Prussia. 

Before long something is al- 
most certainly going to happen 
in Memel. That something will 
be decidedly unpleasant for 
Europe, unless the Powerg de-

SOME “SHORT CUTS” 


EPAIRS to the houschold’ linen, 

cushlons, carpets, and curtains 
are usually wearying tasks, cso here 
are some short cuts designed to cffcct 
quicker and better mending. 


Careless people will Ignore the 
tapes on towels provided for door 
hooka, and long, jagged tears are 
the frequent result. Instead of try- 
ing to repair the rip by hand, tack 
looscly toxethcr, without overlapping, 
and place tn the sewing = machine, 
Then sew backwards and forwards 
and up-and down with strony thread, 
The resultant darn will hardly show 
and will be extremely firm. ~ 


The machine Is useful again for 
repairing loce or net curtains. Cut 
out a piece of paper and pin under~ 
neath the tear, drawings the two 
edges of Ince togeher. Sew in the 
some way as above, afterwards re~ 
moving the paper. This method = ts 
also useful for table linen. 


Never throw away old sheets and 
pillowenses, but retain the stood parts 
for patching. To make these patches 
in worn sheets, cut away the frayed 
edge of the tear and place the new 
material over so as to overlap at feast 
two Inches on the right side. Turn 
in the edges on both sides and 
machine or hem. 


Plain carpets which have become 
worn (most commonly ut the hearth) 
ean have the faded parts removed 
and edges drawn tosfether to make a 
smaller, but good fookins: carpet. It 
4s done in the following manner: — 


Cut out a strip to the necessary 
/Width running the full length of the. 
iearpet. Do not cut right to the 
i“sood" part, but leave about four or 
“Wve Inches of the faded = pateh on 
jeither side. 


Now draw out all the threads until 
you have two matching fringes some 
five inches tn length, Tie cach of 
‘these opposite threads torcther in a 
istrong knot, at the same time bring- 
inst both pieces of carpet together so 
that no join is discernible. 


The knots are tied underneath and 
ends can be left loose or cut olf, This 
method of repairing carpets [san 
excellent one for retting lonner ser- 
vice, and with a little practice can 
be effected very rapidly. 

It ds annoying when a good 
cushion-cover has had a hole burned 
In it by na cigarctte. The only way 
to remedy this is’ te remove, patch, 
and embroider in sill or wool to 
match the general design, thus cover- 
ingg up the Join, In the case of plain 
material it can of course be reversed 
so that the repuir Is not so obvious. 
If you fit all your cushion covers with 
zip fasteners they will be very easily 
removed cither for washing or 
mending.
